This fire, together with one of the previous 
week, destroyed nearly all of the business por- 
tionof the town, leaving only a few stores 
standing. Both sides of Silver and Copper 
streets were burned for a distanct of three 
blocks. The losses are partially covered by 
insurance of about $50,000. The loss by the 
two fires will amount to fully $600,000. About 
three hundred persons suffered from the con- 
flagration, and many of them have lost their 
all, being virtually homeless. A large num- 
ber are living intents. The work of rebuild- 
ing the burned district was begun today. 

Cuicaco, July 10.—The Times special from 
Tronwood, Mich., across the river from Hurley, 
Wis., says: Seventeen people lost their lives 
in the Aleazar. The following additional 
names of dead are given: > es Vanguick, 
Samuel Haley, Laurie Brainard.

Rainfall—There has been an excess of rain- 
fall in the southern states, and thence 
northward to the lake ion, inelud- 
ing the southern portions of Now England 
and middle Atlantic states, while there has 
been less than usual amount of rainfall in the 
states of the Missouri valley. Numerous 
and abundant rains have occurred in the cot- 
ton region, andin that portion of the corn 
region east of the Mississippi, previously 
threatend with drouth. For the season from 
January Ist to July 9th, a large deficiency of 
rainfall continues throughout the southern 
states and the Mississippi valley, but the rain- 
fall during the past two weeks has greatly re- 
dueed the seasonal deficiency, and, occurring 
at a critical period, has probably affected most 
beneficially corn and cotton. 

General remarks—The weather generally, 
during the past week, has greatly improved 
the condition of the growing crop. Both grain 
and hay harvesting are well advanced in the 
extreme northern portion of the country, 
though it has been retarded in some sections 
by severe local storms.

THE FINAL ORDER. 
Excommunication of Dr McGlynn from the 
Catholic Church. 

New York, July 10.—The following letter 
was published today: 

To the very reverend clergy and faithful laity of 
the arch diocese of New York: Be it known thaton 
the 4th day of May, 1887, the saered congregation of 
the propaganda, admonished Rey. Dr, Edward 
McGlynn, late rector of St. Stephen’s church, in 
this city,that he had already rendered himself 
liable to ecclesiastical censure by disobeying 
the positive command of the sovereign pontiff, 
civyen January 17th. Wishing, however, to deal len- 
iently with him, the sacred congregation refrained 
from inflicting censure, and offering him further 
opportunities to be heard in his own behalf, gave 
him a fine! and peremptory order to present him- 
selfin Rome within forty days from the receipt of 
the letter containing such order, under pain of ex- 
communication to be incurred, ipso facto et noml- 
» This letter was duly delivered to Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn, and as he allowed the days of grace fo pass 
unheeded it became our sad duty to notify him that 
he had incurred, by his own act, this penalty of ex- 
communication by name, whereby he is cut off from 
the communion of the church, from its sacrament 
and participation in its prayers, and 
should he perseyere in his contumacy, 
deprived of the right, after death of 
Christian burial. It has become also our duty to de- 
clare tothe clergy and laity of our charge, which 
we do by these letters, that the Rev. Edward Mc- 
Glynn is excommunicated nominatum, with all the 
penaltics attached to the censure by the canons oi 
the church.

THE ANTI-POVERTY MEETING. 

The anti-poverty meeting tonight was the 
largest yet held, many persons being drawn 
thither, no doubt, in view of the recent ex- 
communication of Dr. MeGlynn. The Acade- 
my of Music was crammed, and the manage- 
ment found it necessary to hire Irving hall, 
directly opposite, for an overflow meeting. 
This, too, wads soon packed, and hun- 
dreds were turned away unable to 
find admission. James J. Gahan, of the Cath- 
olic Herald, presided over the meeting in the 
Academy of Music, and John Feeney, of St. 
Stepliens parish, took charge of the meeting 
in Irving hall. And then came a scene that 
must have thrilled all present, whether there 
as Dr. MeGlynn’s adherents or as curiosity 
seekers. Cheers and applause swelled until 
nearly 4,000 persons were upon their feet, and 
a thunderous roar went out to those in the 
streets, and was there taken up and spread to 
Irving hall. And word went through the 
multitudes that Dr. McGlynn wa. before the 
people, and that he was even then waitinga 
pause in their applause to begin his speaking. 

Chairman Gahan, in his introductory re- 
marks, said we are here tonight to let Rome 
know that in matters political, not one jot of 
our allegiance is rendered to any power, or po- 
tentate—but in its entirety is given to the laws 
and constitution of the gUnited States. 
(Cheers.] Allof you went to your several 
churches this morning. In not. one church 
did any one dare to stand up and read a decree 
of Michae) Augustine Corrigan. [{Hisses and 
cat calls. | 

When the church authorities attack and 
depose a holy man, whose very shoe latchets 
they are unworthy to untie, they go to the 
daily press to promulgate their edicts.

Dr. MicGlynn was received with uproarious 
applause. In the course of his speech he said: 
“Itisa wonderful evidence of the wisdom 
and goodness of the God we adore, that in the 
midst of the trials and perplexities of life, 
while our minds are troubled and our heart- 
strings torn, that there is yet one clear and 
simple guide which is given to every being, 
and which, if followed and obeyed by him, 
will lead to a satisfactory and perfect deliver- 
ance. JItis a wonderfully simple thing. It 
resides within liim, and its only requirements 
are a perfectly humble obedience to that con- 
science which teaches men to do 
only what is right. This is the nat- 
ural law of truth, which of necessity precedes 
all reallaw. Our God is a merciful as well as 
wise one. He will never condemn any being 
who follows the dictates of lus conscience, 
eyen be that conscience an erring one. Iy 
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obeying it he is forever obeying the will of 
God, and, according to all Christian philoso- 
phy and teaching, the man who goes against 
his conscience si} against the Holy Ghost. 
If aman does or says anything in obedience 
to any power authority, even that of the 
pope, and in so doing goes against his con- 
scjence, he sins. Even if the high Roman 
tribunal suinmons aman before them for teach- 
ing atruth which he knows to exist, and that 
tribunal condemn his doctrines without giving 
them a trial.and command him pene 
them, it is his duty before God to refuSe to do 
so [cheers prolonged]; and if it was in its 
power, as it one time was, but, thank God, 
no longer is, to imprison and  wmar- 
tyr the truth and _ the _ persons of 
those who have read _God’s word in nature be- 
fore they have been able to see it, should they 
summon him and command him toretract, un- 
der penalty of imprisonment or martyrdom, it 
is his duty to resist and even be burned alive 
at the stake, rather than commit the unpar-

GLADSTONE TALKS. 


His Address to the American 
Deputation. 


THE STRANGE TACTICS OF THE TORIES. 


The Grand Old Man Shows that the Heart 
of England is in the Popular 
Reform Movement, 


Lonpon, July 10.—The Daily News is jubil- 
ant over the result of the Paddington election. 
The Daily Telegraph says that the Gladston- 
ian gain was probably due to the Cass affair, 
while the Morning Post attributes it to the 
popularity of Rutledge, Gladstonian candidate. 

The Times admits that the result of the elec- 
tion in north Paddington is not altogether sat- 
isfactory to the conservatives, and says it can- 
not be doubted] that the contest was jnfluenced 
by the serious and annoying blunder made by 
the home secretary, Matthews, in the Cass case, 
of which the opposition made, the Times says, 
the most unserupulons use. 

THE GLADSTONE PRESENTATION. 

When Mr. Gladstone received the party of 
American visitors, a few minutes after four 
o’clock yesterday, and after shaking their 
hands, and presenting them to Mrs. Gladstone, 
all proceeded to the lawn. where the testimo- 
nial was taken out and stood upon a box. The 
massive piece of silver work was most careful- 

y examined, and admired by Mr. Gladstone 
and Mrs. Gladstone. It was the first. time 
either of them had seen it. Mr. Gladstone 
then faced Mr. Pulitzer and the two gentlemen 
formally bowed. Mr. Pulitzer then spoke as 
follows: 

“Mr. Gladstone: Ten thousand six hundred and 
eighty-nine people of the first city of America ask 
the first citizen of England to accept this gift. They 
ask you to accept it as an offering of their sincerest 
sympathy; asa token of their personal admiration; 
as a tribute to your great public services in the 
cause of civil and religious freedom; for your deter- 
mination that the principles of liberty and justice, 
which have made England so free and great, shall 
no longer be denied to Ireland; as an evidence that 
there is an irrepressible sympathy between the lib- 
erty-loving masses which is more sincere than that 
of the rulers. They especially ask you to accept it 
because, in your great struggle for home 
rule and humanity for Ireland, you 
represent essentially those American priuciples of 
representave legislation and political equality, by 
which the greatness of their own country were 
made possible. They honor you because in the in- 
ovitable conflict between democratic and autocrat- 
ic ideas, you represent the former. They admire you 
because in the issue between the American and the 
aristocratic principle of government,priyilege of the 
few against the welfare ofthe many, you stand on 
the American side. Inthe spirit of peace alone 
this testimonial is tendered, not by enemies, but by 
friends of England’s best interest. In the spirit of 
peace, sure and soon to crown your efforts, accept 
it. Peace and new life for Ireland, peace and new 
strength for England, peace and friendship between 
Kkngland and America.”’ 

Mr. Walters having read the engrossed ad- 
dress, Mr. Gladstone, who had made some 
notes during the proceedings, spoke with 
great deliberation and feeling. Aftea praising 
the beauty of the gift, he said he did not think 
so much of what he deserved, or might fairly 
claim, as of the profound and irrepressible in- 
terest of America in the great Irish cause. 
[Cries of ‘‘hear! Hear.’’] He would not dwell 
upon himself, further than to say that, while 
in public life, praise and blame 
came from all quarters freely. 
The praise generally came in the manner of 
which for most part, public men could not 
complain. The case of America was pemees 
in this respect. From America he had never 
had anything but the most generous treat- 
ment; unmixed indulgence for and apprecia- 
tion of whatever efforts it had been in his 
power to make; a most gencrons interpreta- 
tion of everything he had said or done, and a 
disposition outrunning alike his expectations 
or wishes, to interpret his conduct, not only 
wisely, but in a manner which the largest 
charity would scarcely suftice to account for. 
He would not.dwell upon personal matters, 
which were of minor importance on such an 
occasion, but he had hardly greater consolation 
that the unanimous support he had received in 
America in the present struggle. [‘‘Hear! 
Hear!’’| 

Some of his countrymen, in the false posi- 
tion wherein they had placed themselves, ex- 
pressed certain jealously. of American inter- 
ference in English affairs. Was he to consider 
the interference of one nation by the expres- 
sion of opinion in the affairs of another un- 
justifiable and intolerable? If so, that sen- 
tence would fall heavily upon England, be- 
cause she had been interfering in everybody’s 
concern throughout the world, instructing 
countries what they ought todo, and how to 
doit. It was much toolate, under these cir- 
cumstances, to object tothe conduct of Ameri- 
cans when they ventured to admire us on the 
Irish question. It would be monstrous 
unnatural if Americans. did not do it, 
forthe feelings of humanity required it 
at their hands. [Cheers.] It was not 
merely an expression of opinion from America. 

Cngland has long been the recipient of Ameri- 
ean alms. This great, ancient and wealthy 
country was not ashamed to partake of the 
srowing wealth of America. We _ receive 
American alms to lighten famine in Ireland. 
It is our business, if possible, to prevent it, or, 
if it arises, to bear the cost thereof. We have 
received American alms, not for that alone, 
but forthe removal from Ireland to the hap- 
pier land, alarge portion of the population, 
which Lord Salisbury recently designated asa 
burdensome engagement upon the soil. While 
America’s operations and remittances were 
confined to these purposes, nobody complained, 
but we had now reached another period, when 
the sympathy of Americans took another form. 
The Lrish people were no longer fighting their 
battle through secret societies. They were no 
longer driven to assert what they thought 
were their rights by movements against public 
authority. But they were fighting a great par- 
liamentary conflict, and they had the support 
of hardly oné in a hundred of the propertied 
classes in Lreland. America had once more— 
to what extent he did not know, for he was 
ignorant of the details—administered to the 
wants of Ireland, to enable her to assert her 
rights in a constitutional manner by pecuniary 
means, which were absolutely inseparable from 
every public operation or struggle. America 
having done that, there were expressions of 
surprise and indignation, of regret and horror, 
se assertions of foreign conspiracy. The cry 
was raised: “Give us your money for our 
landlords, to take away our emigrants of whom 
we want to get rid; to bearthe cost of famine 
for which we ought to provide, and we will not 
complain. But assist our fellow subjects to 
fight the battle of liberty in accordance with 
our laws and constitution, and immediately we 
indignantly expostulate and complain to the 
world that you are interfering with Irish in- 
stitutions.’’ [Cheers.] He contended that 
the whole civilized world in its literature, 
fayored the cause of Lreland. 

A BIG REVIEW. 

The queen yesterday reviewed 60,000 soldiers 
at Aldershot. Her majesty was received with 
great enthusiasm. A large number of stands 
had beew erected at the point of review, and 
they were all packed with fashionable and 
aristocratic people, Magy volunteers who 
took part in the review caine from long dis- 
tance, and travelled all night in order to be 
present. The whole spectacle was very im- 
sing, and the review was a great success. 

‘he duke of Cambridge, on behalf of the 
troops, presented her majesty with a jubilee 
address, the men cheering heartily during the 
presentation. The marching of the men was 
splendid and the guards, marines and volun- 
teers were loudly cheered by the spectators.

THE BOULANGER DEMONSTRATION. 


The French Press Condemns the General for 
Permitting the Affair, 


BR sony July 10.—The demonstration made 
riday evening on the occasion of the depar- 
a of General Boulanger to his new post, at 

lermont—k errand, has made a sensation here, 
and is regarded asthe forerunner of further 
manifestations during the comifig July national 
fete and review. -The government organs con- 
demn General Boulanger for permitting the 
demonstration. ‘The monarchical newspapers 
warn the republicans of France to beware of 
such a dictator as Boulanger would be. The 
Le Paix says: 

‘Such a manifestation of the popular regard 

had not been witnessed in Paris for many years. 
The crowd which surrounded the railway sta- 
tion, whence Boulanger departed, numbered 
not less than 80,000 people.”’ 
- When General Boulanger reached Clermont- 
Ferrand he was welcomed at the railway sta- 
tion by hundreds of people, with prolonged 
shouts of ‘Vive Boulanger.”’ 

General Boulanger made an imposing en- 
trance into Clermont-Ferand yesterday. The 
houses along the route taken by him were gay- 
ly decorated,and the streets were lined with 
troops. The city was full of visitors. The 
general rode a handsome black charger, and 
was preceded and followed by a mili- 
tary escort. All along the route he 

‘as greeted with shouts of ‘‘Vive Boulanger.” 
In replying to the address of welcome pre- 
sented by the municipal authorities, General 
Boulanger said: “Yes, I am a Frenchman 
and a republican, and Iam deeply interested 
in the welfare of the army and the greatness 
of the country.” 

_M. Spuller, minister of public instruction, 
in distributing the prizes ata meeting of the 
Philotechnieal society, made a covert attack 
upon General Boulanger. ‘‘Education,’’ he 
said, “ought to be devoted to forming repub- 
licans—men incapable of bowing down before 
idols. You would be unworthy of your ances- 
tors were you to throw yourselves under the 
Chariot wheels of the hero of a single hour.”’ 


He Will be on Hand Again. 


Lonpon, July 10.—An anonymous letter 
published in the Times, calls the attention of 
that paper to what the writer declares to be a 
fact, that its articles on ‘‘Parnellism and 
crimes’’ have seriously perturbed the Parnell- 
ites and their allies in America, particularly 
the Irish World. The writer says the issue of 
the Irish World, of June 18th, shows that 
Patrick Ford’s London correspondent, ‘“Trans- 
Atlantic,” has slunk away, owingjito immi- 
nence of coercion. 


The Papal Emissaries, 

Duswin, July 10.—Father Gualdi, who ac- 
companies Monsignor Persico on a special 
papal mission to Ireland, states that Monsignor 
Persico will first obtain all possible informa- 
tion from the Catholic bishops of Ireland. He 
will then be happy to receive any other infor- 
mation on the subject of his inquiry, no mat- 
ter from what source it may be offered, and 
listen to all persons desirous of expressing 
thbir views on the question before the country 
regarding either education, land or politics. 
Monsignor Persico and Father Gualdi will 
visit all the important cities of Ireland. It is 
impossible to say at present how long they will 
remain in Ireland. 


They Seek Release. 

TirmNova, July 10.—The regents have ten- 
dered their resignations to the sobranje, on 
the ground that their task was completed by 
the election of Prince Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburg to the Bulgarian throne. The sobranje 
refused to accept their resignations, desiring 
to await the return of the delegates who star t- 
ed today to visit Prince Ferdinand at Vienna. 


The Bishop of Tennessee Officiated. 

Pais, July 10.—Lord Lyons, British ambas- 
sador, laid the foundation stone of Victoria 
chapel today, in Rue-Des-Bassins, in honor of 
the queen’s jubilee. The bishop of Tennessee 
officiated. United States Minister McLane 
and many Americans were present at the cere- 
mony. 


Resisting the Tax. 
_ Maprip, July. 10.—There was further riot- 
ing at Valencia today in consequence of at- 
tempts to collect the octroi tax. The military 
fired into the crowd, killing four persons. Re- 
inforcements haye been sent to the town.

PAINTED WINDOW PANES, 


A Peculiar Phenomena Which is Becoming 
Common in Kentucky. 

FALMOUTH, Ky., July 10.—The phenomena 
of pictures upon window panes that has been 
exciting and perplexing the denizens of Milford, 
Bracken county, is being repeated at Bache- 
lor’s Rest and Pickereli’s school house, in this 
county. The windows of a number of private 
residences are handsomely ornamented with 
red and blue tints, interlined with pictures of 
men and beasts—one pane of glass represent- 
ing a picture of animals entering an ark. Cua- 
riosity is at fever heat, and several of our citi- 
zens Visited the phenomenal section yesterday. 
Several panes of glass were removed and 
brought to town, and, after being washed and 
cleaned, the illustrations disappeared. Fur- 
ther investigation ceased. 

The pictures appear the more perfect and 
distinct just at sunset. It is generally be- 
lieved that the sun’s reflection upon some 
unknown substance casts these shadows upon 
the glass, and, like the paetagrapher s camera, 
prints them there. The more superstitious 
view the phenomena with fear and trembling, 
and anticipate all sorts of calamities. Some 
twenty years ago similar manifestations were 
witnessed in other sections of this county, and 
great fear and anxiety pervaded the commu- 
nity; butthe incidents were almost forgotten 
until recalled by the present mysterious pict- 
ures.

THE FIGHT IN TEXAS. 


It is the Most Notable €ontest the 
Prohibitionists Ever Made. 


INVADING THE GREATEST DEMOCRATIC 


Stronghold in the Union and Fairly Divid- 
ing the Party—Senator-Elect Reagan 
and Ex-Senator Maxcy. 


Daas, Tex., July 10.—Hitherto no state in 
the union has been so unpromising a field for 
vigorous agitation of political issues as Texas. 
Upon the ordinary questions which divide par- 
ties public sentiment has for ten years been 
practically unanimous. Since 1878 the demo- 
cratic plurality has in only two instances fallen 
below 100,000, while the aggregate vote of the 
State hason only two occasions risen above 
300,000, Last fall; with two opposition tickets 
in the field, the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor had a plurality of 163,540, and a clear 
majority of 144,554 in an aggregate vote of 
313,198. In 1884, with democratic, republican, 


greenback and prohibition electoral tickets in 


the field, Cleveland had a plurality of 132,168 
and a majority of 125,313 in a total of 325,305. 
Since Thomas P. Ochiltree was retired from 
public life, by cigeumstances beyond his con- 
trol, every member of the Texas delegation in 
congress has been a democrat. In the present 
state legislature the senate is solidly demo- 
cratic, aml there are only six opposition mem- 
bers in the house.of 110 members. 

In an ordinary canvass in Texas the only 
objects of a public meeting are to accommo- 
date the men who are serving the people with 
the opportunity to keep themselves solid with 
the masses, or to enable the simart lawyers who 
accept republican nominations to advertise 
their eloquence. 

But during the last few months there has 
come to the front a public question which has 
set all of Texas aflame with excitement and 
has arrayed the representative men in antag- 
onism on the stump. The issue is the proposed 
prohibition of the liquor business by con- 
stitutional amendment. The unprecedented 


state of public feeling is evidenced by the 


make-up of the Dallas News, the leading paper 
of the state, which, besides columns of editor- 
ials and speeches on the prohibition question, 
almost daily prints dozens of dispatches an- 
nouncing public meetings throughout the state. 
The campaign will terminate on the 4th of 
August, when the people will decide at the 
ballot box by majority vote whether they 
wantany more liquor or not. 

It will be a piece of remarkable luck if the 
matter ends in the simple expression of popu- 
lar preference and does not bring about a dan- 
gerous breach in the democratic party. The 
whole tendency thus far had been tosplit the 
democracy into irreconcilable factions, each 
having brilliant, powerful and determined 
leadership. At the opening of the prohibition 
canvass the liquor men resolyed to put the 
question to the people upon its political merits, 
little doubting that they could control the 
democratic organization, and believing that 
while some prominent democrats might object 
to espousing their cause, these would, for per- 
sonal and political reasons, at least not actively 
join the prohibitionists. This resolye of the 
liquor men had a most surprising effect. 

The issue being squarely drawn, such promi- 
nent democrats as Senator-elect John H. 

teagan, ex-Senator 5. B. Maxey, Congressmen 
Culberson, Lanham, Miller and Hare; ex-Con- 
gressmen Herndon and Welborn, and Thomas 
k. Bonner and R. M. Wynne, chairmen of the 
last two democratic state conventions, came 
forward as pronounced partisans of prohibition. 
Upon the other side, equally influential dem- 
ocrats promptly arrayed themselves among 
them Governor Ross, ex-Goyernors Throck- 
morton, Honston and Ireland, congressmen 
Mills and Kilgore, Mr. John Hancock and 
Speaker Pendleton. 

The prohibition and anti-prohibition factions 
of the democracy are just now engaged in des- 
perately clutching at each other's throats, 
All of the gentlemen named are on the stump 
earnestly advocating their respective views and 
fiercely denouncing their opponents as false to 
the fundamental principles of the democratic 
party. An illustration of the bitterness of the 
wartare is the charge made by Thos. R. Bon- 
ner that Geo. Clarke accepted the chairman- 
ship of the anti-prohibition state committee for 
a fee of $50,000, which he took as he would a 
fee to defend a criminal. 

Meanwhile a third faction of the democrats 
holds aloof together, urging that the liquor or 
anti-liquor is a social question and ought not to 
be made a party one. This faction is headed 
by Senator Coke and Chairman Exall, of the 
democratic state committee. After the fight is 
over these prudent gentlemen will step in and 
try to patch ~ difficulties between the two 
warring crowds. But the passions engendered 
by the quarrel are so extreme that it is doubt- 
ful if the breach can be soon healed. 

One comforting thought to the democrats 
who fear a permanent rupture is that the re- 
publican party has not placed itself in a posi 
tion to profit very much from the quarrel. As 
an organization it takes a non-committal aiti- 
tude, but nearly allits leaders are in the can- 
vass for the liquor side. As the anti-prohibi- 
tion democrats are more numerous than the 
anti-prohibition a ppc there is no danger 
that the former will be absorbed by the latter. 
But in the event of the continuance of the 
democratic family quarrel after the election 
there is danger of numerous democratic defec- 
tions to the prohibition third party. This or- 
ganization is established on the same basis as 
it rests upon in the north—to fight both old 
parties to the death upon the sole issue of a 
prohibition law and the election of officials 
who will unmercifully enforce it. With the 
transfer of such men as Senator Reagan, ex- 
Senator Maxey and their following to the pro- 
hibition party it might easily be conceivgd that 
Texas politics in the near future would present 
some unpleasant phases to the straight demw- 
cratic leaders. The prohibition party in Texas 
has already a nucleus of 19,000 voters, and it 
has a very able organ, the Waco Advance, de- 
voted to its interests, and such competent men 
as Colonel Dohoney, of Paris, as its champions. 

The outcome of the fight on prohibition in 
Texas is claimed to be of uncommon national 
importance from the fact that this is the first 
real struggle for winning over a state bodily 
that the prohibitionists have ever made in the 
south. 
have moved for their object under local option 
laws.- While the prohibitionists of the north 
have captured whole states at a time—tirst 
Maine, then Kansas, then lowa and then 
Rhode Island—the southern prohibitionists 


have been content to gain territory by piece- | 


meal, capturing locality by locality and then 
county by county. They have thus, they 
claim, fastened their grip upon an actual 
majority of municipalities or counties in 
nearly every southern state. Today 118 of the 
137 counties of Georgia are under prohibition. 
In this state the proportion of prohibition 
counties and localities is large.

ROM THE DUNGEON TO THE PALACE,” 


“The Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage Away from 
Mis Flock--He Preaches an Eloquent 
Sermon in the Morning. 


Tak Hamrrons, July 10.—The Brooklyn 
tabernacle being closed for enlargement, the 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., pastor, 
spends his first Sabbath away from his flock 
the present season, at this summer home. His 
subject for today was, “‘From Dungeon to 
Palace,” and his text: ‘The time of my de- 
parture is at hand’’—2 Timothy, iv., 6. 

‘ The way out of this world is so blocked up 
with coffin and hearse, and undertaker’s spade 
and screwdriver, that the Christian can harc- 


ly think as he ought of the most cheerful | 


passage in all his history. We hang black in- 
stead of white over the place where the good 
man xzets his last victory. We stand 
weeping over a heap of chains 
which the freed soul had shaken off, and we 
Bay; “poor man, what a pity it was he had to 
come to this.’’ Cometo what? By the time 
the people have assembied at the obsequies, 
that man has been three days so happy that 
all the joy of earth accumulated would be 
wretchedness beside it. and he might better 
‘weep over you because you have to stay, than 
/you weep over him because he has to go. It 
' *s a fortunate thing that a good man does 
mot have to wait to see his own 
Obsequies, they would be so. dis- 
cordant with his own experience. If the 
Israelites should go bock to Egypt and mourn 
over the brick kilns they once left, they would 
not be any more silly than that Christian who 
should forsake heaven and come down and 
gnourn because he had to leave this world. 
Our ideas of the Christian’s death are morbid 
and sickly. We look upon it as a dark hole in 
which aman stumbles when his breath gives 
out. This whole subject is odorous with var- 
nish and disinfectants, instead of being sweet 
with mignonette. Paul, in mytext, takes that 
great clod of a word ‘“‘death’’ and throws it 
away, and speaks of his ‘‘departure’’—a beau- 
tiful, bright, suggestive word, descriptive of 
every Christian’s release. 
Now, departure implies a starting place and 
a place of destinhtion. When Paul left this 
world, what was the starting point? It wasa 
ene of great physica! distress. It was the 
ullianum, the lower dungeon of the Mamer- 
tine prison. The top dungeon was bad enough 
—it having no means of ingress or egress but 
through an opening in the top. Through that 
the prisoner was lowered, and through that 
came al] the food and airand light received. 
t was a terrible place, that upper dungeon; 
ut the Tullianum was the lower dungeon,and 
that was still more wretched, the only lightand 
the only air coniing through the roof, and that 
roof the floor of the upper dungeon. That was 
Peersifast earthiy residence. It was a dun- 
eon just six et anda half eigh. It wasa 
Goleful pla it had the chill of long cen- 
turies of dampness. it was filthy with the 
long in¢ arcerations of miserable wretches. It 
was there that Paul Spent his last days on 
earth, and it is ihere that I see him today, in 


the fearful dungeon, shivering, blue with the |- 


cold, waiting for that old overcoat which he 
had sent for upto Troas, and which they had 
not yet sent do ‘withstanding he had 
writien for it. 

If some skillful snrgeon should go into that 
dungeon where Paul is inearcerated,* we 
might find out what are the prospects of Paul’s 
living through the rough imprisonment. 
the first place, he is an old mah, only 
years short of seventy, At the very time 
when he most needs the warmth and thé sun- 
light and the fresh air, he is shut out from the 
sun. What are those scars on his ankles? 
Why those were gotten when he was fast, his 
feet in the stocks. Every time he 
turned, the flesh on his ankles 
staried. Whatare those scars on his back? 
You know he was whipped five times, each 
time getting thirty-nine strokes—one hundred 
and ninety-five bruises on the back (count 
them) mace by the Jews with rods of elm- 
wood, each one of the one hundred and ninety- 
five strokes bringing the blood. Lock at 
Paul's face and look at his arms. Where did 
he get those bruises? I think it was when he 
was struggling ashore amidst the shivered 
timbers of the shipwreck. I see a gash in 
Paul’s side. Where did he get that? I think 
he got that in the tussle with highwaymen, for 
he had been in peril of robbers, and he had 
money of his own. He was a mechanic az 
well as an apostie, and I think the 
tents he made were as good as his sermons. 
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Thereis 2 wanness about Paul’slooks.. What } 


makes that? I think a part of that came from 
the fact that he was for twenty-four hours on 
a plank in the Mediterranean sea, suffering 
terribly, before he was rescued; for he says 
wsitively: “Il wasanight and a day in the 
eep.’’

But the next moment 
he goes into the realm of Him whose — is 
love, and whose courts are paved with love, 
and whose throne is set on pillars of love, and 
whose sceptre is adorned with jewels of love, 
and whose palace is lighted with love, and 
whose lifetime is an eternity of love. When 
Faul was leaving so much on this sides the pil- 
lar of martyrdom to gain so much on the other 
side, do you wonder at the cheerful valedictory 
of the text; “The time of my departure Is at 
hand!”’ 

Now, why cannot all the old poon’ of 
this congregation have the same holy gice as 
that aged man had? Charles I, when he was 
combing his head, found a gray hair, and he 
sent it to the queen as a great joke; butold age 
is really no joke atall. For the last av 
years you have been dreading that which 
ought to have been an exhileration. You say 
you most dread the struggle at the moment 
the soul and body part. But millions have 
endured that moment, and why not 


we as well? They got through with it, and 


so can we. Besides this, all medical men 
agree in saying that there is probably no strug 
ele atal! at the last moment—not so much 
pain as the prick of a pin, the seeming signs 
of distress being altogether involuntary. But 
vou say, “It is the uncertainty of the future.” 
Now, child of God, do not play the infidel. 
After God has filled the Bible till it can hold 
no more with stories of the good things ahead, 


| better not talk abont uncertainties. 


But yousay: ‘‘Icannot bear to think of 
parting from friends here.’”? If you are old, 
you have more friends in heaven than here. 
Just take the census. Take some large sheet 
of paper and begin to record the names of 
those who have emigrated to the other shore; 
the companions of your school days, your 
early business associates, the friends of middle 
life, and those who more recently went away. 
Can it be that they have been gone so long 
you do not care any more about them, and you 
do not wanttheir society? Oh, no! There 
have been days when you have felt that you 
could not endure it another moment away 
from their blessedjcompanions up.

“How does prohibition effect the sale of imported 
liquors, such as champagne?” 

“Champagne,” was the reply, “isa drink of the 
wealthy, Itisa luxury. It is largely consumed In 
social clubs and in rich men’s houses, which are 
beyond the reach of prohibition. These buy it by 
the package from importers, for the state prohibito- 
ry laws cannot and do no not interfere with the sale 
of imported liquors in the original packages. That 
is, in Maine, Rhode Island, or Iowa, the rich man 
can go,right into the store of an importer of liquors 
and publicly order his case of champagne while the 
peor man, going toa saloon next door for a glass 
of lager beer, finds the door closed, and has to hunt 
around a back entry for a drink of poor whisky. : 

“But the sale of champagne is affected by prohi- 
bition, for a good deal of champagne is sold in the 
higher class. of restaurants and hotel dining rooms; 
and that cannot be very well carried on openly 
where prohibition prevails. The man who used to 
order his bottle of claret or champagne at the hotel 
dining room is now piloted after dinner, or before it 
if he: prefers, to some mysterious and carefully 
guarded apartment, where he satiates his thirst for 
intoxicants by one or two swigs of whisky. Of 
course, in such cases the whisky is probably good. 
The whisky takes the place of champagne because 
itis less bulky, and, therefore, easier, to conceal, 
and alittle of it goesa long way,a much longer 
way than champagne would have gone with the 
drinker, 

“Yes, sir, as soon asthe large liquor firms heer 
that a state has gone for prohibition they count upon 
it as another market for their poorest grade of corn 
juice,” 

‘Yes, the sale of lager beeris affected very con- 
siderably by prohibition in some of the states,” said 
a gentleman well acquainted with the brewery 

rade. “Whenever prohibition comes in many of 

the people stop drinking lager beer. They drink 
hogwash, stuff with perhaps two per cent or so of 
alcohol. They drink more alcohol in the end than 
if they had taken healthy lager beer, made by 
New york breweries with a reputation to lose, but 
it takes them longer to doit, and makes them sick 
when they are through. Where the ordinary drinker 
in a place like New York, would take two or three 
glasses of lager beer and be satisfied, and feel 
healthy and happy and sober, the drinker, in a pro- 
hibition town, swallows a gallon of hogwash, and 
then has a good deal more alcohol in him than the 
other man, but has had no satisfaction out of it. 

“No; when I say that prohibition affects the 
trade, ITonly mean that it affects our trade with 
those places which prohibit the sale of good, heal- 
thy lager beer. The general consumption of that 
excellent beverage is largely on the increase. So is 
the consumption of hogwash where prohibition 
prevyails,”’ 


BRITANNIA’S SPOONS AND FORKS. 


Ten Milillons’ Worth of Domestic Piate for 
England’s Monarch. 
From the London World. 

The roval plate is usually kept in two stron¢e 
rooms at Windsor castle, and is valued at S10, 
000,000. ‘The gold service, which was pur- 
chased by George IV, dines 150 porsons, and 
the silver wine cooler, which he bought about 
the same time, holds two men, who could sit 
in itcomfortably. It is enclesed with plate 
glass, and the splendid schasing occupied two 
years. There are some quaint old pieces in 
| the royal collection which belonged to Queen 
| Elizabeth, having been taken from ihe Span- 
ish Armada, and others were brought from 
India, Burmah and China, and there is one 
cup which belonged to Charles XIT of Sweden, 

There is a peacock of precious stones valued 
at $200,000. The body and tail are composed 
of solid gold, profusely studded with pearls, 
diamonds, rubies, and emeralds. The tigee’s 
head, known as Tippoo’s footstool. is formed 
of silver gilt, with eyes of rock crystal anda 
tongue of solid gold. These two trophies of 
oriental extravagance were taken at Seringap- 
atam. There are an immense number of gold 
| shields, some of which are richly ornamented.

He had 
dropped sound asleep just before the reporter 
called, and was sound asleep. He was asked 
if he knew that he had committed a crime for 
which he would have to pay with his life. He 
said he did and felt that nothing now would 
save him. He seemed, however, somewhat 
indifferent to his fate, and looked like he 
would much rather be asleep than talking or 
praying. 

When he was returned to his cell he went to 
his pallet and fell asleep almost instantly.

THE TEMPERANCE FOLKS NOT EXCITED 


A Registration Law the Thing the People 
Are Working for—Short Talke with 
Ministers—A Good Showing.’ 


Macon, Ga., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
news of the result in Rome ¢f yesterday's elec- 
tion created little excitement here. Of course 
the temperance people were very happy over 
it, but the noted conservatism of Macon people 
generally, and the fact that the prohibition 
question has not got into the heated stage in 
the churches, conspire to allay anything like 
an over joyful demonstration. : 

During the present year the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance union has donea big work 
here. Fiye thousand copies of J. B. Finch’s 
great speech, delivered during the convention, 
have beeu distributed, and considerable good 
has been accomplished. The union issues 
from time to time pamphlets on the subject of 
temperance, and it has done a good work this 
year, besides increasing the number of 
workers and enlisting the sympathies of peo- 
ple of means and influence. 

The Independent Order Good Templars is 
in a flourishing condition and quite a number 
of lodges have been established ‘at yarious 
points about the city. The membership is in- 
creasing rapidly, and the order is doing 4 
great deal of good. Several entertainments 
have been given for the benefit of the cause, 
and they have been uniformly successful. 

The Jemison Anti-Treating society is yet 
in its infancy, having started but a few 
months ago, but there are many influential 
names on its lists, and a number of people 
carry the anti-treating cards in their ves} 
pockets, ready for use. 

There is an anti-barroom association that 
has been quietly at work for some time, and 
it is being engineered by some of the foremost 
men of the city. It has for its object the sup- 
pression of barrooms, as the preliminary step 
toward the abolition of the liquor trafiic. 

Then come the Knights of Labor, who are 
great temperance workers, and have accom- 
plished a great deal in the battle against in- 
temperance. By the rules of the order, men 
are constrained from drinking, as it #mperate 
habits precludes continuance of mUinbership. 

Quietly the churches all keep busy trying to 
put down the evils of the liquor traffic, and one 
can see every day that the business is on the 
wane. An old liquor man remarked the other 
day: ‘‘Perhaps after a county goes dry, they 
will do a big jug train business for a few days, 
but it soon dwindles away, and people get tired 
fooling with it.”’ 

A good many steady drinkers have left off 
the habit entirely, this year, and now touch 
liquor under no circumstances. 

Today your correspondent sought Mr. Wal- 
ter B. Hill, who is an ardent temperance 
worker. Hewas asked what he thought of 
the situation, and he replied: ‘‘Our efforts, so 
far, all indicate a successful issue, finally, but 
we aré@not ready for the fight yet. When it is 
carried we hope to carry it by such a majority, 
physically,as well as morally, as will avert 
the evil consequences of a scratch vote. When 
prohibition is declared in Macon we want to 
be in condition to get the full foree of the law 
on our side, so as to enforce prohibition, really 
and truly.’’ 

“Then you think the time has not arrived 
for the test ?”’ 

“No, I do not think we are ready yet. We 
are going ahead steadily and systeinatically, 
and we will go in to win beyond the shadow of 
a doubt whenever the question is finally 
sprung.’’ 

“Have you heard the news from Rome?’ 
was the query pul by the reporter to several 
prominent prohibitionists. 

“Yes, and it is glorious was the reply, 
“‘we will do as well as Rome one day.’’ 

In none of the churches, so far as your cor- 
respondent could learn, was the matter alluded 
to. Dr. Warren preached at the First Baptist 
church, on “Cruelty to Animals,’”’ but never 
alluded to the victory in Rome. rev. Jd. R. 
Winchester was away, as was Dr. Cook and 
Dr. Bass. Rev. Crawford Jackson was very 
ill, so the leading ministers were- most all out 
of the way. 

‘Doctor, what do you think of the result in 
Rome? ’’ was asked Dr. Battle. 

“Oh, it was grapd. I feel very 
over it.”’ 

“What about the movement in Macon ?”’ 

“Well, I cannot say, as I have not been ont 
and identified withthe prime movers sufti- 
ciently closely to be able to tell. Tam ready, 
myself, whenever the time comes, and will 
fight the odious traffic with all my might.”’ 

‘‘Do you think the time has come ?’’ 

‘“T really am unable to say, as I stated just 
now. ITamalittle beliind in regard to the 
movements of the prohibitionists in Macon, 
and Tam with them most heartily whenever 
the issues are joined.”’ 

Dr. Warren was asked what his views were. 

“Well, lam happy over the result in Rome, 
1 when the time comes we will do as well as 
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‘Is the time yet, doeter, in the light of 
jiome’s action 2’ 

‘No: 1 do not believe that the tame has cume 
yet. Yousee we are working to get a bili 


through to provide a registration law, of force 
and utility, and when that is secured, then we 
will be able to agitate the question, and strong 
enough to carry prohi) tion by such a majority 
as will keep down bitlerne ind evasions of 
the law.’’ 
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SAVANNAH WILL TRY IT. 


Clergymen Who Have Dilferent 
Views on the Subject. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
two clergymen of gSavannah who are most 
prominently allied with the temperance ques- 
tion, are Dr. L. W. Bacon and Rev. R. W. 
Rogan. They are both Presbyterians, but 
their agreement in religious faith does not ex- 
fend to their views upon temperance ques- 
tioris. The Rome election elicits from these 
divines diverse opinions, which are given 
herewith to Tur CONSTITUTION. 

L. W. Bacon, of the Independent church, 
says that he has well known and positive 
views on prohibition. The result of his obser- 
vation of forty years experiment at the horth, 
is not favorable to this form of legislation. It 
sweeps clear while the broom is new, and after 
a very few years it ceases to sweep at all. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Bacon is disposed to think 
it a good thing for Georgia to try the experi- 
ment. over and over again. The people 
here are not likely to learn from experiments 
tried a thousand miles away. Ten years from 
now, if prohibition shall continue as long in 
the large towns, the people will have the ma- 
terial for a judgment of their own, In the 
rura! counties the system. will have a larger 
measure of success. 

Mr. Rogan says: ‘Rome is only falling into 
line. Irejoicein the victory of yesterday. 
Prohibition does well where tried. It is agsuc- 
cessin Maine. Rhode Island seems to approve 
the experiment. It Georgia it ts a good thing. 
When at the presbytery recently, in Albany, a 
gentleman from Poulain spoke of its benefits 
to hiscounty. The little town of Isabella 
had been the seene of thirty murders 
in recent years, and was now quiet 
and law-abiding. The question _ of 
prohibition will be tested at the polls in 8a- 
vannah. This town is supposed to be a whisky 
stronghold, but if we fail we must remember 
that failure often precedes success. We must 
agitate till we conquer. The Rev. J. P. W ard- 
law wished me to start the agitation In my 
pulpit last week, but I thought agitation ought 
to be outside the pulpit.

The Affair Overwrought by Un- 
scrupulous Correspondents. 


EDITOR WRENCH SETS THE MATTER 


Straight—The True Story of the Events of 
Friday Evening—The People Indig- 
nant, But Not Barbarous. 


Dattox, Ga., July 10,—[{Special.]—The 
following letter, written by Editor H. A. 
Wrench, addressed to the Chattanooga Times, 
has been furnished Tux Constitution cor- 
respondent: 

Orrick oF DALTON Anavs, Darton, Ga., July 9, 
1887,—Editor Times, Chattanooga, Tenn. — Sir : 
I cannot believe that either yourself or your Dalton 
corres ent would doour community an injus- 
tice. I can well understand the value of a sensa- 
tion to a live newspaper, but this should never be at 
the expense of the innocent. have reference to 
your account of yesterday’s “Ha of Georgia's 
governor by an angry crowd at Dalton.” It is true, 
as the newspaper correspondent states, that there 
were six thousand people here. They were also in- 
censed upon general principles, and against Gov- 
ernor Gordon, in cular, but it was evidently 
that character of indignation which would have 
been fully aroused had they been drawn here by 
the thorough advertising of some great and ex- 
citing fete day, to have found it ned or re- 
moved to some other point. I confidently assert 
that if the editor of the Times had promised a great 
balloon ascension in our place and had drawn this 
crowd here, and his gas had failed to inflate the air- 
ship, 80 as to have gratified the morbid curiosity 
his effigy would have been quickly drawn up anc 
with as much relish and character of crowd as that 
which participated in the affair which your corre- 
spondent quotes, “as notof a light character, but 


some of our best citizens.” I Aa oe no personal 
reflection upon those engaged in the affair, but I do 
most emphatically deny t 


on 1€ IP ue cet ms that our 
best citizens either encou or engaged in this 
disgraceful resentment. I deny that they approve 
of it, and I further assert that it is not the popular 
sentiment of the community. 

@li have no p se to,discuss the matter of Hol- 
man’s deserts. Ibelievethat he and his two ac- 
complices deserved hanging, but there was such a 
miserable botchinthe preliminary examinations 
as to leave the legal evidence perforated with doubt. 

But I do desire to defend my people and my com- 
munity from the assertion “that the willopus wallo- 

yus organization will control affairs in this county 
rereafter.”’ 

Our people are peaceable and quiet, but they 
would tolerate no such condition of affairs, even if 
there was material in. this county thoughtless 
enough of law and order to inaugurate such a 
movement. 

.Gordon’s effigy was not hung updn the scaffold 
which he had ordered for Holman’s execution. A 
few boys hung an old coat upon it, without mark or 
designation, and without any parade or fuss about 
it, lam informed by those whe were on the ground. 

It is humiliating to admit that one was placed ou 
the signal flag pole, and we people feel it more 
keenly than will Governor Gordon, yet Marshall 
Finsley without threat or molestation did tear it 
down and into shreds upon the street, in the pres- 
ence of this wonderfully incensed crowd. 
Let the matter be stated fairly. If there were 6,000 
people here not more than 700 of them were of Dal- 
ton, because our women and children were not on 
the streets. Those people came from forty and fitty 
miles around, from Tennessee as well as Georgia. 
They were quiet and orderly as a rule, but certainly 
much of the manifestation of indignation came 
from this large crowd, and it is not fairto aceredit 
Dalton with it: If this be so, was their indignation 
merely a matter of disappointment at missing the 
circus, or was it the offended dignity of law loving 
citizens? 

This, however, I leave your correspondent to 
state. Hesays: “Notthat they censure him for 
comunuting the sentence, but fordilly dallying along 
for months with as desperate a case as this one. 
The question with them is, why didn’t he commute 
the sentence days ago? He had all the evidence 
and facts in the case longago. Then why not act 
and not work up the people’s feelings by waiting 
until the last day to dosothen?”’ This idea of your 
correspondent is quite as humiliating to contem- 
plate as the effigy affuir. More because the goy- 
ernor took time to give such a case pioper consider- 
ation and not hanging aman to gratify the worked 
up feelings.

6,273,397 bales for the same period of 
¢85-86, showing a decrease since Septem- 
ver 1, 1886, of 79,194 bales. 

| The exports for the week reach a total of 
48,162 bales, of which 11,317 were to Great 
Britain, to France, and 6,845 to the 
The imports into 


200 bales. 

There was an increase inthe cotton in 
sight Friday of 20,680 bales as compared with 
the same date of 1886, a decrease of 5,112 
bales as compared with the corresponding 


. date of 1885 and a decrease of 311,438 bales 


> as compared with 1884. 
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The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 480,900 bales. For immediate 
@elivery the total sales foot up this week 
4,541 bales, including 2,250 for export, 2,- 
291 for consumption. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, are 5,184,596 bales; 
dm 1885-86 were 5,935,298 bales; in 1884-85 
were 4,731,039 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 1,261 
bales, the actual movement from the planta- 
tions for the same week were 3,361 bales.

The Immigration Problem, 

The time is coming, if it has not already 
arrived, when the people of this country 
will be compelled by the pressure of circum- 
stances to take account of the character of 
the immigrants who are flocking to our 
shores. . This influx of foreigners day after 
day and year after year constitutes a prob- 
lem that may well challenge the attention 
of our statesmen, if we have any. 

The Knights of Labor have already begun 

to discuss the subject of immigration. For 
them it means the influx of. cheap labor— 
the importation of men and women who 
are Willing to work for any wages that may 
be offered. There are thousands upon 
thousands of laborers in Europe who find 
themgelves unable to earn more than the 
bread which their families require to keep 
them alive. These people in large num- 
bers, are constantly arriving in this country. 
What is to be the result of it?

Our Constitutional Centennial, 

Eprrors Constirution: Why should we 
celebrate the centennary of the federal constitution 
at Philadelphia in September? SUBSCRIBER. 

Because we desire to jubilate over our progress. 
September 17th, 1787, the convention chosen to 
frame a constitution for the United States closed its 
labors and presented to the several states or colonies 
for their action that constitution which Gladstone 
has pronounced “‘the most wonderful work ever 
struck off at a given time by the brain and purpose 
ofman.’”’ It wasratified after considerable delay, 
and the “more perfect government’ which it pro- 
vided went into operation early in the year 1789. At 
that date began national development. In 1790 the 
population of the United States was 3,929,214. The 
latest estimate for the present time is over 61,000,000. 
This wonderfnl growth in population has been ex- 
ceeded in the development of the country during 
that period. In 1831 Great Britain and Ireland con- 
tained 24,000,000 of people, and fifty years later #,- 
000,000. During that period France increased from 
82,000,000 to 37,000,000. During that half century 
this republic bounded from 13,000,000 to 50,000,000, 
That is, in fifty years our increase has been équal to 
the population of France, and today more English- 
speaking people live in the republic than in all the 
world besides. 

Again, in 1850, the tota! wealth of the United 
States was but $8,430,000,000, while that of the 
united kingdom exceeded $22,500,000,000. In thirty 
years Great Britain had a weakh measured by §3,- 
600,000,000, but in 1880 the republic had passed that 
figure, and recorded $48,950,000,000 as the measure of 
its wealth. A few days since, in a public address, 
Mr. Depew said that the current estimate of the 
wealth of the United States is $60,000,000,(0). Not 
only is the republic the greatest agricultural country 
in the world, but it is also the greatest manutfactur- 
ing people—the value of our manufactures in 1880 


being $5,560,000,000 and that of the united kingdom 


$4,090,000,000. Our manufactures are worth nearly 
half as much as those of all Euroje, and they aro 
largely consumed by our own people, showing that 
we are not only the greatest ;roducers but the 
greatest consumers of the products of industry and 
skillin the world. In the savings of nations, the 
republic stands at the head ofthe list,its total annual 
savings being $1,100,000,000—$280,000,000 in excess of 
those of the people of Great Brit- 
ain.. To use the word; of Mr. Ancfw 
Carnegie, “‘the 50,000,000 Americans of 1880 could 
have bought up the 140,000,000 of Russians, Austri- 
ans, and Spaniards; or, after purchasing wea'thy 
France, would have had enough pocket money to 
acquire Denmark, Norway, Switzerland and 
Greece.”” They could buy Great Britian, Ireland, 
aud Wales, and then have enough left to pay off the 
national debt of the united kinzdom. In shipping, 
the ‘republic ranks next to Great Britian, and is ap- 
proached by noother nation. The United States has 
more miles of railway than the whole of Europe; 
while the country has for nerves 760,000 miles of tele- 
graph. 

The United States, while not spending as mych as 
should be expended for the purpose, paid out in 1880 
$82,500,000 for public schools, the number of which 
was at that date 177,100, to say nothing of higher in- 
stitutions. The United States is theonly general 
government which pays more for education than for 
war. Great Britain pays $ for keeping up its mili- 
tary establishment as often as it pays $1 for educa- 
tion, and Germany, the best of European vations in 
this respect, presents a ratio but little smaller.

UNCLE SIMON PETER RICHARDSON 


On Fanaticism, Superstition, the Salvation 
Army Evangelists. 
From the Wesleyan Christian Advocate. 

I don’t know that my orthodoxy or charac- 
ter needs special vindication, but sometimes re- 
porters come up behind a preacher, and take him in 
his absence, and make him to say things perhaps he 
would not say if he were present. Scraps picked up 
here and there of whata man may say may often 
be misleading and need further explanation. 

Fanaticism is like boiling water, andif let alone 
will soon end in vapor. 

But superstition is quite another thing; it is above 
reason, ¢ blind foree undirected by reason or in- 
stinct, and when it takeson the form and sacred- 
ness of religion it becomes a most difficult problem 
to deal with. A coin may be so well dissembled 
that it requires the flame to detect the fraud. The 
Methodist church needs no defense, but by being 
placed in a false relation, and especially so by those 
who profess to be her friends, she may fail to ae- 
complish for others the good she might otherwise 
do. It is offensive and distasteful to have the grand 
old Methc dist church compared to the side-shows 
and clap-trap religious performances carried on in 
our day, and specially so when those invidious com- 
parisons are made by superficial Methodist 
preachers. No chureh since the days of the 
apostles can boastof a grander or nobler aneostry 
than the Methodist church. The Wesleys, Clarke, 
Watson and Fletcher. There were no more refined, 
educated or cultivated Christian gentlemen in 
Europe than the advocates and founders of Method- 
ism. Mr. Wesley used in his worwkshop no ditties or 
national airs, or sentimental, sensational songs, but 
the most elevated divine hymnology; he used the 
ritual of the most cultured and eleuated Protestant 
church in Christendom—the Episcopal chureh. 
There is no more comparison between Mr. Wesley 
and his religion and worship and the side-shows, 
clap-trap and tambourines of the present day, than 
there is between a man and a monkey, ora minstrel 
show of low grade and Solomon's temple. 

The mistake the church is making is in not stop- 
ging to inquire as to whether a religious movement 
is true or false, taking for granitel that any religion 
is better than no religion, whether operated by 
Wesley, Simon Magus, or the Coppersmith. Itisa 
superficial, tritesaying, ‘““Thatit makes no difference 
what sort of a pole we fish with so we catch fish.” 
Ifsome of our brethren will trya Mormon pole, 
with five or six women on his hook, at one jerk he 
may discover the difference between a Christian rod, 
with only one wife, and a Mormon rod with a half 
dozen. No religion is better than false religion. The 
doctor had better give no medicine at all than to 
give large doses of morphine for quinine. When ig- 
norant, superstitious persons profess to have receiy- 
ed the password from‘ heaven, and men of sense and 
learning subordinate their reason and go tosuch a 
source to be instructed, wise men snbordinate their 
reason and common sense to fools. Men are as re- 
sponsible to God for their faith as_ they are for their 
affections. 

The church and pulpit onght to guard most sa- 

credly the boundary lines between reason, con- 
science and revelation, and a vague, blind, irre- 
sponsible superstition, and especially so when 
operated for a few dimes.@ Why all this outlay for 
churches, and an educated, enlightened ministry, if 
a class of ignorant, irresponsible men and women 
with drums and tamborines, and national airs, and 
sentimental songs, Can carry forward the gospel 
more successful than they? The house of God is 
his earthly court where men, under the procla- 
mation of his law, put their minds, conscience and 
life on trial for eternity; where sinners are con- 
denned, not by accident or clap-trap, but by law 
and conscience; where God offers to the penitent 
pardon through redemption and faith; where the 
high priest entered the holy place for pardon, the 
penitent knelt in holy reverence and anxicty await- 
ing the divine decision of life or death, It is not 
only a solemn mockery and sacriligious, but blas- 
phemous, to sing such songs and beat tamborines 
over a pretended mourner, or a poor deluded sinner 
kneeling in ignorance at God's mercy seat for 
pardon, 
@ Does this Christian country, so well supplied with 
competent teachers, specially in her larger 
cities, need this clap-trap side show superstition to 
supplement their efficiency in preaching the gospe! 
and instructing the people? 

Admitting the fact, so often complained of, that 
the church is delingquentin duty, do these side issnes 
supply the want of seal and effort 
on the part of the ministry and 
church? My long experience and general observa. 
tion go to prove they do not, but have a constant 
and permanent tendency to lower Chistianity in the 
mind and estimation of the better thinking classes, 
Superstition among heathens, Jews and Christians 
has driven thousands of intelligent men into 
atheism—choosing between no God and a God who 
would be pleased with such sacrifices and worship. 


| 


In a word, does the ehurch of God need the assist- 
anee of a class ot ignorant, superstitious, doubtful, 
irresponsible characters, operating with questiona- 
ble methods, to aid the churches to instruct the peo- 
ple in morals and religion? 

My name has been mixed up, also, with the evan- 
gelists, God, may, at some particular time, call 
certain meh for a special work—such men as Luther, 
Whitfield and Wesley. All‘ these men were edu 
cated men, tried men, men of the deepest and pro- 
foundest convictions, and of minds to move the 
world. God never called fools to do the work of 
wisdom. God may have a use for a very few of an- 
other class—such men as Mr. Moody and my friend, 
Sam Jones, todo a special work. Sam Jones Cer- 
tainly denounces all sin, and all forms of sin up to 
the full measure of-his strength. Whitfield founded 
an orphan asylum and Sam Jones supports one by 
his untiring labor and energy. 

Some of the brethren are anxious about their time 
and place to shout. I can only give general advice 
and explanation on this subject. When a man has 
been convicted, penitent, and gets, by the evidence 
of the Holy Spirit, the fact of his pardon, then shout- 
ing and rejoicing all round is always in order. 
When a poor pilgrim has been struggling long and 
hard, or a poor servant, and the Master comes and 
says, ‘Well done, good and faithful servant,” if the 
brother should run over a little and praise the Lord 
for His mercy and His wonderful goodness to the 
children of men, 1 suppose he would be in order and 
in harmony with the meeting. I have never op- 
posed shouting since my conversion, I shout some- 
times myself. I can but regret that I 
am not oftener on _ shouting ground. 
I am opposed to substituting hol 
lering and making a noise toshow one’s self off- 
and disturb the meeting, for a genuine scriptural 
shout. I judge no man, but when I hear men 
shouting and telling long experiences about a clean 
heart, when they have not paid the preacher, and 
they know he is living on short rations and his fam- 
ily really in want, I somehow ean but think the 
brother has missed his way, and instead of being on 
shouting ground is just hollering about in the woods 
to keep up his faith without works. Whena broth- 
er has paid up all his church dues, somehow his 
shouting has a clearer and more scriptural ring. 

My name has been mentioned in connection with 
reproving my old friend, Miller Willis. I will only 
say that I was not preaching when his noise distur- 
bed the congregation and the preacher. I preached 
at night and he was at the Salvation Army, and not 
there to be reproved. 

Onee more, and [have done with all these sub- 
jects. Ifthe Christian publie had a deeper convic- 
tion of religious responsibility to all men, and 
would meet that obligation, then the church would 
need but few evangelists or Salvation Armies, be- 
cause al! the fleld would be so occupied there would 
be no room for any such manipulations. I regard it 
asa favorable indication that the political press 
takes so much interest in religious matters. Wheth- 
er their criticisms are favorable or adverse, it shows 
they are interested on the subject.

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FRESH MUMMIES DUG OUT. 


A Wonderful Find in Syria—Jewcelry of Great 
Value in a Tomb. 
From the Baltimore American. 

The following extracis from a private letter 
of Rev. James 8. Dennis, D. D., of Newark, now in 
Syria, will be read with great interest; 

BEIRUT, SYRIA, June 9.—The excavations and dis- 
coveries at Sidon still continue with remarkable 
results. The number of sarcophagi at present 
brought to light is eighteen, and some of them are 
niost magnificent, and will rank high. among ar- 
cheologica! treasures. They ure of enormous size, 
and the sculpture is claborate and in perfect preser- 
vation. Upon one ofthem alone are eighteen al- 
most detached statnes, abont three feet in height, 
without a single seratch, and of pure marble. 

The most remarkable of them bas just come to 
light last week. It is an ancient Phoenician sarcogha- 
vus, which had never becn opened, and contained 
amummy andalarge amountof jewelry of great 
value. Themummy, when unrolled, was found to 
be the body of a man in middle life, and the state 
of preservation was astonishing. The features, and, 
in fact, the entire body, were intact; the flesh was 
tender, and yielded to pressure; and teeth, hair and 
viscera were allin place. Upon the outside of the 
lid of the sarcophagus is au inscription of seven and 
a half linesin Phoenician characters, and also one 
in Egyptian hieroglyphics. The bi-lingual inscrip- 
tion of such an ancient date excites great expecta- 
tions. Weshall have to wait to have it deciphered 
by the savants before we can know the full value of 
the statements it contains. The sarcophagus is of 
black basait sach as comes from Egypt, and i; may 
havagpeen made in Egypt by order from Sidon. The 
date of it is, of course, a matter of conjecture as yet. 
It may be anywhere from S800 to 1,500 B. C., and 
even older. This strange being, who has been 
brought forth literally from the tomb of the ages to 
face the nineteenth century—who is he? What if 
he should be Etbbaal, ‘King of the Zidonians”’ and 
father of Jezebel, or some older king who flourish- 
ed in the ear:ier days of ‘‘Great Zidon?’’ It is more 
than probable that he was a royal or princely char- 
acter. 

The yalue of this enormous find is roughly esti- 
mated as approaching asum not far from $s80€,000, 
One of the Kuropean consuls in Beirut has offered 
$25,000 for one of the sarcophagi. It was not accent- 
ed, and the Turkish government are boxing the en- 
tire lot, and have sent a special steamer to transport 
them to Constantinople. 

The discovery of the sarcophagus of Ashmunazer, 
in 1855, just outside of Sidon, was regarded as an 
important event. It also had a Pheenician inscrip- 
tion of twenty-two lines, and several interesting 
data were gathered from it. This is a far more mar- 
yelous and: magnificent upturning of old Sidonian 
remains. 

The excavations stili continue, and other treas- 
ures may be brought to light. A government official 
—Handy Bey—from Constantinople, is superintend- 
ing the operations. These are days of great archeo- 
logieal wonders. Think of theo d Pharoahs on ex- 
hibition in the Boulak Museum in Cairo. 
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MAKE FRIENDS WITH YOUR STOMACH,

An old New Yorker, who was brought up in 
hotels and resiaurants and knows all about eating, 
gav@some points to a reporter of the Sun the other 
day about the way fora man to make friends with 
his stomach. “‘There are two big mistakes that 
almost all persons make,” said he. “One is that 
they don’t eat the right things, and the other is that 
what they do eat they don’t eat right, 

“When you get up in the morning take a big 
drink of water. Your system wants water first. An 
engine isn't first fired up and then some water let 
into the boiler. Clean your teeth, and let the water 
run from the spigot while you’re doingit. Then 
drink apintofit. Use common hydrant water: no 
ice, no sait, no mineral water. Ordinary water is 
good enough for an ordinarily healthly man. Keep 
away from drugs and pills and give your stomach a 
show. 

“If you’re in a hurry toread the parers, read them 
before breakfast. When you sit down to the break- 
fast table be happy; you’re going to do something 
pleasant. Breakfast isn’t a penalty imposed on 
you, ora task to be performed as soon as possible, 
buta pleasant, enjoyable occasion. Try and have 
somebody talk to you, and talk yourself. Laugh. 
Start off with fruit—some oranges, say. Then eat 
some fish and stale bread, or stale rolls or toast. If 
you want anything more, eat some meat. Take 
your time toitall. I stay at the table foran hour, 
and eatall the time. Don’t eat much, but take 
your time to it. If you haven’t time, eat less, The 
time you spend at breakfast will be saved over and 
over again during the day. 

“If you have been up the night before, don’t take 
@ cocktail or ice water, Try some broth and some 
tripe if your stomach’s pretty far gone. Wher a 
man’s been off a little his stomach is raw and in- 
flamed. He doesnt want to start right off with 
more rum. Let him give his stomach ashow. It'll 
pay him to. Coddle your stomach in the morning 
and it'll stand up for you at night. If you go pitch- 
ing into it the first thing it will have itsrevenge. 

“Don't smoke in the morning. Don't drink in the 
morning. If you rust smoke and you must drink, 
wait until your stomach is through with breakfast. 
Try this thing of starting off fairand square. You 
ean drink more and smoke -more in the evening, 
and it won't tell on it. A man’s stomach is his 
friend, and if he'll only treat it kindly the first half 
of the day it will show its appreciation and stick by 
him at bight.”

found, some of them being buried sixteen feet 
under the earth. They had been caught under 
the mass of debris and suffocated to death. One 
of the colored men whose name was James 
Jones, was from Rockhill. The others were 
from North Carolina.

home publicly boasted that they had put In- 
gram where the dogs weuld not bite him, and 
used other expressions that led the public to 
believe that they had not only captured their 
man but killed him and hid his body. Their 
boasts came to the ears of Dr. G. W. Ward, 
the grandfather of Ingram, and a nice old 
gentleman. He believed Welsh’s boast, and 
in turn started on their track

He, too, took in these towns, and 
| stopped at each to make _ inquiries, 
| but could learn nothing, until Augusta was 
reached, and there he found in the swamps of 

the Savannah river the body of a det capits \- 
ted human being with the head missing. The 
flesh, however, was dropping from the bone S, 
so that he could not ide utify the remains, but 
returned home with the firm belief that it was 
the body of his grandson, who had been killed 
by his pursuers and thus mutilated to con- 
ceal the crime. He had no evidence to con- 
vict, but before he left Georgia offered a re- 
ward for such testimony. 

But as it alte rwards transpired, this was not 
young Ingram’s remains. Near Perot, Ga., 
he succeeded in throwing his pursuers off his 
trail, and went to work at Rutledge, a little 
town on the Georgia road. From there he 
kept getting further and further off, finally 
locating in the Indian territory, where he went 
to work asa farm hand. He had such a dread 
of detection that he would not even com- 
municate with his family in North Carolina. 

Sut as fate would have it, near where In- 
gram was working there also lived a man from 
Swain county who had also left home for 
some crime. He recognized Ingram as soon 
as he saw him, and to ingratiate himself with 
a gang of cow boys, told them that Ingram 
had murdered a manin North Carolina and 
fled from justice; thata reward of $700 was 
offered for him, but he was a desperate man 
and would resist arrest tothe death. He also 
informed the cow boys that the reward would 
be paid for Ingram’s body, dead or alive. 

Three cow boys, armed to the teeth, rode 
into the field where Ingram was plowi ing, and 
without warning fired a volley into him. His 
right arm was shattered and his side wounded 
with buckshot. The desper: utely wounded man 
was then sent back to North Carolina in irons, 
and for two months laid at death’s door in jail. 
He finally recovered, however. 

In the meantime his gr: andfather, Dr. Ward, 
employed the best legal talent in the state to 
defend him, engaging four lawyers. The other 
side employed a similar number, one of them 
being an ex-judge from the bene h. In passing 
through Danielsville Dr. Ward was very 
much impressed with D. W. Meadow, and 
after the capture of his grandson, came to 
Georgia and employed him at a handsome fee 
to defend Iugram. This Mr. Meadows did, 
staying twelve days in Swain county. 
He did his best work for his client, and 
when the case was heard, made a speec h that 
electritied the courthouse, and brought upon 
this brilliant young lawyer the applause ol the 
county. It«was a desperate case against In- 
gram, but Mr. Meadow succeeded in getting a 
verdict of manslaughter, anda sentence of 
seven months in jail. Ingram was the hap- 
piest man in North Carolina on coming off so 
light. Mr. Meadow made such a fine impres- 
sion. that he was at once engaged as leading 
counsel in another big murder case, to be tr ied 
in Swain county at next term of court. It was 
a grand legal triumph for one of our most bril- 
liant and pop ular r young lawyers.

A RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


The New Train to Columbus Jumps the 
Track On Its First Trip. 

Yesterday morning at forty-five minutes 
past six, the Columbus fast train pulled out of 
the union depot, intending to make Columbus 
at forty minutes past ten, Montgomery an 
hour later, and Selmaashort time after din- 
ner. But unfortunately the train met with an 
accident almost as soon as it had gotten out of 
the city. 

The run to East Point, six miles from At- 
lanta, was made in less than ten minutes, }- 
cluding the time lost in getting out of the city. 
At East Point the West Point trains leave the 
track of the Central railroad, which they use 
for six miles out of Atlanta, and branch off 
to the right. All trains are required to move 
slowly at this point, and that rule was the rea- 
son why the newspapers are not called upon 
this morning to chronicle a dreadful accident. 
As the locomotive passed over the frog, it 
jumped the track, getting away some distance 
before it was stopped. The work of getting 
the engine on again was immediately begun, 
but the work was much harder than at first it 
was supposed. It was almost three o’clock be- 
fore the track was clear. 

Fortunately, the Central track was not 
blocked, and trains on that road were not de- 


layed. The passengers on the LaGrange ac- 
commodation, due here at 9:15 a. m., were 
brought in by the Barnesville accommodation 
on the Central. The outgoing West Point 
train, that usually leaves the city at 1: 20 p. 
m., was delayed until after 3 o’clock, 

Cecil Gabbett, the general manager of the 
Western Railroad of Alabama, was on the 
trai, and personally directed the work of get- 
ting the track clear.

The Chattooga Rapist Declares 
: His Innocence. © 


NOTIN 40 MILES OF THE SCENE OF CRIME 


An Interview with Henry Pope, Accused of 
Outraging Mamie Kendrick—The Pris- 
oner Now Confined in Fulton Jail. 


Henry Pope, the Chattooga county rapist, 
under sentence of death for outraging 16-year- 
old Mamie Kendrick, has been confined in 
Fulton county jail for the past two weeks. 
The crime of which Pope had been convicted 
was such a heinous one, that he was only pre- 
vented from being lynched by the indignant 
mob, by the solemn promise of Judge Maddox 
that aspecial term of the superior court would 
be convened to try him. 

That court was immediately convened and 
Pope was placed on trial for his life. The pe 
culiarities of the case were remarkable. The 
victim of the outrage was placed upon the 
stand for the purpose of identifying the pris- 
oner, which she did without hesitation, and 
the jury convicted Pope, notwithstanding that 
eight reputable white men and one negro, tes- 
tified that he was one hundred miles away, in 
another state, on the day the crime was alleged 
to have been committed. 

The judge, for — reasons, persuaded 
the man’s counse 

NOT TO MOVE FOR A NEW TRIAL 
thongh several excellent reasons existed why 
a new trial should be granted. It was feared 
that if any delay took place the mob would 
hang him. Pope was thereforeysentenced to 
hang on July first. 

His counsel and the presiding judge findin 
out that an error had been committed, an 
also believing that grave doubts existed as to 
Pope’s guilt, began to importune the governor 
fora respite. The man had such a strong 
case, and had not been permitted to exhaust 
all the legal remedies that could have been 
used in his behalf, that Governor Gordon 
could not do other than respite him, and he 
was accordingly respited until the first Friday 
in September, 1887. . 

Pope was brought to Atlanta “for safe keep- 

ing and has been here since July first. A few 
days ago a CONSTITUTION reporter went to the 
county jail for the purpose of talking with the 
prisoner. 
» “That’s him,” said a turnkey;in 4 county 
jail yesterday afternoon to a reporter whom 
he had piloted through the cells and corridors 
of that dismal abode. 

The “him’’ referred to was Pope. 

Pope was sitting upon a box in his cell. 
W hen the reporter entered the culprit arose and 
offered him the seat he had occupied. He did 
not look like a man soon to expiate a horrible 


crime upon the gallows; did not 4 
frightened or perturbed ; did not, in fact, look 


like a criminal 

If Pope is guilty, then he is a consummate 
actor, for it would tax the art of a Boothe or 
an Irving to so naturally simulate innocence, 

The condemned man is a fine specimen 
physically. He is just six fect tall, well pro- 
portioned, and does not possess an ounce of 
surplus flesh. He is arather bright mulatto, 
and evidently is more than usually intelligent. 
To the reporter he talked volubly. To relate, 
with minute particularity, his daily and night- 
ly goings-in and comings-out for a period cov- 
ering several weeks preceding the day upon 
which the crime was committed, would re- 
quire too much space. If Pope’s story could 
be proved he would beable to establish an 
alibi, but, on the trial he tried to do so, backed 
by six or eight witnesses, and utterly failed. 
‘The day when the crime was committed,” 
said the prisoner, “I was forty miles from 
where it happened. How, then,” he asked, 
with emotion, “could I Mewe done it?” 

“You persist in your statement that you are 
innocent ?” : 

“Yes, sir, I do; for know Iam as innocent 
as a new-born babe. When1 was arrested I 
did not know what I was charged with.” 

‘How about your trial ?”’ ; 

‘Well, [suppose I was fairly_tried, but I 
was 

WRONGFULLY CONVICTED. 

The young lady was the only witness against 
me. She sworethat Iwas the one that out- 
raged her, and she stuck toit. Nothing could 
make her change. She said she was certain of 
it. That’s what convicted me. The jury 
thought she could not be mistaken, so they 
found me guilty.” 

‘‘Are your lawyers trying to get you a new 
trial, or are they doing anything for you?” 

“Tcan’tsay. Since I have been in here I 
haven’t heard a word from any of them. I 
suppose they will do what they can forme. I 
know [am innocent. Ihave made my peace 
with God, and am ready to die. Butif they 
hang me they will hang the wrong man. I sup- 
pose I look like the man that committed the 
crime, and the young ladv was mistaken in 
iden ifying me as the man that outraged her.”’ 

Pope talked cheerfully and seemed to ex- 
pect that in some way he would be saved. 

It is understood that his lawyers are now 
making an effort to get a newtrial. They will 
have nearly two months in which to work, for 
the governor has respited Pope until the 2d 
day of September.

THOMAS TALKS 


About th&Pennesse, Carolina and Georgia 
Railroad. 

Judge W. B, Thomas, of Athens, arrived in the 
city yesterday from Knoxville, where he has been 
perfecting some arrangements in regard to the Ten- 
nessee, Carolina and Georgia railroad from Tallulah 
falls on to Knoxville, 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw Judge Thomas last 
night in the arcade of the Kimball house; and asked 
him if he had seen the decision of Judge Hutchins 
in regard to the injunction case, in which the Rich- 
mond and Danville road is restrained from convey- 
ing a part of the Northeastern to him and associates. 
He replied that he had read the matter in Sunday’s 
CONSTITUTION, and was not surprised thereat. He 
had expected it all the while, he said, and had 

really given up all hope of winning the injunction 
fight when the temporary injunction was 
ed. At that time a ecision was 
read Judge Hutchins where, under similar com- 
ditions, the supreme court of the United States had 
decided recisely the same point, and when the 
judge failed to accept that as conclusive in the mat- 
ter, Judge Thomas said he had no hope asto the 
future. He did not intend to mean to reflect in the 
least upon the judge, it was simply a difference in 
the manner and method of looking at certain points. 

“But that decision has not injured my chances 
one bit,’’ declared Judge Thomas. “They are as 
bright now as they were before, the injunction was 
asked for, and I have just returned from Knoxville 
where I perfected the arrangements I wanted. I 
have not secured a subseription from that city yet, 
for the reason that I do not want it just now. I in- 
tend torun anew line from Tallulah northward, 
and it will require some time yet to complete that. 
This is necessary in order that I may have the prop- 
er figures and estimates, to show in support of what 
requests I may make in the future. 

“When that line is completed, you will see mat- 
ters go on as if there had been no injunction, and I 
shail press my charter through the slature as it 
is necessary to get that anyhow, and I cannot con- 
ceive of a better tim ethan now. Isee.some one says, 
that the injunction kills my plans, and all that. 
Perhaps mere words from me just now to the con- 
rary would not convince those who donot care to 
look at the matter in another light, but ifall specu- 
lation as to what will become of my road will cease 
for a short time, I will show by my work that it is 
not in such a bad fix as some suppose. I regard my 
prospects right now as bright as they were two 
months ago, and I know that at that time were as 
bright as they could well be.”

The Knights Express Regrets at Losing a 
Useful Member — Eloquent Speeches 
by a Number of Gentlemen. 


Dr. C, Li, Wilson, the president and princi- 
pal owner of the National Surgical Institute, 
leaves the clty today for Indianapolis, which 
will be his future home. 
Dr. J. T. Renouff, a physician of distinction, 
who is at present a resident of Winsted, Con- 
necticut. 

Dr. Wilson came to Atlanta thirteen years 
ago, and has been here continuously ever since. 
He was the founder of the National Surgical 
Institute, whose phenomenal success is due to 
his fine executive ability, pleasant manners 
and accommodating disposition.
